SEATTLE (Wash.), February 28.— 
One of the most mysterious deaths 
in the history of the Cedar district, 
near Nanaimo, B. C , is now beinp 
investigated by the provincial police. 
With every step the mystery deepens 
and while the police are inclined to 
'the theory of accidental death, the 
friends of the dead man feel certain 
that he met his fate at the hands of 
robbers. 


The dead man is Louis Stark, one 
of the wealthiest and 
best-known 
men in the district. 
Last Tuesday 
night he visited a neighbor named A . 
Hodgson and remained until after 
.dark .before starting home. 
Since 
his departure from' Hodgson's house 
there is no trace of him until the 
evening of February 27th, when his 
mangled remains- were found in the 
bushes some distance from the main 
road and close to a bluff. 
His head 
was battered and his right leg was 
.broken. 
- 
On the surface it looked as if a 
foul murder had been committed and 
the perpetrators had dragged 
the 
body into the bushes to conceal their 
Work. 
Stark's friends believe the 
kilting was done by tramps, who 
have been inlesting the neighborhood 
of late. 


Stark went to Nanaimo thirty-five 
years ago from Oregon and has been 
engaged in farming. 
He had large 
land holdings. 
He leaves a widow 
and several children.

Fatal Result of a Saloon Fight. 


Los ANGELES, Feb. 28—Willie and 
Ray Fitzpatrick, 16 and 19 years old, 
sons of W. F. Fitzpatrick, a well- 
known contractor of this city, were 
surrendered by their father this morn­ 
ing to Chief of Police Glas? on a 
charge of murder committed in Pasa­ 
dena on Tuesday night, 
February 


19th 


The two boys, accompanied by 
Andy Parks, who officiated as fore­ 
man on a building that Mr. Fitz­ 
patrick is putting up in Pasadena, 
went to a saloon on East Colorado 
street, where they partook of several 
glasses of beer. 


Tftey had been in the saloon but a 
short time when Elmer Newton arVti 
a man named Harrington entered and 
ordered some drinks. 
Newton, it is 
said, was anxious to pick a quarrel 
with 
some one, and sekcted the 
Fitzpatrick boys as victims. 
The^ re­ 
sult was that a fight ensued in which 
Newton displayed a revolver. 
He 
was finally knocked down, and before 
he again regained his feet he had re­ 
ceived twenty nine wounds inflicted 
with knife a about the head and face. 


T h e proprietor of the saloon states 
that the man who did the cutting was 
Andy Parks, the foreman; that Ray 
I'itzpatrick took no part in the fight, 
but the elder brother did. 


Newton was conveyed to his room, 
where he died suddenly" last evening 
from the effects of one of the-wounds. 
Coroner Campbell was notified and 
left at once for Pasadena. 


The post mortem revealed the fact 
that death was due to the cutting. As 
soon as the news spread the officers 
proceeded to look up the Fitzpatrick 
boys and Andy Parks, but the father 
.was alert and when he learned of the 
result of the affray he came to Los 
Angeles and took the boys to police 
headquarters. 


Parks, however, has not been seen 
since the fight and is believed to be 
many miles away. 
He has been in 
the employ of Mr. Fitzpatrick but a 
short time and is but little known.

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GOOD GOVERNMENT. 


For some time past there has been 
a great deal published 
upon 
this 
theme, and out of it if one sees it and 
has the opportunity to read and di 
gest it, much knowledge that will be 


of good service can be gained. There 
are about as many theories as there 
are writers. 
After all one can-hardly 
come to any other conclusion than 
that the government of a town, citj 
or nation should bjs conducted in the 
same manner as any private business, 
with perhaps ideas a little broadened 
Instead ol all for self let the common 
weal be predominant. 


It may be one trouble that the 
latter feature becomes a little too 
much extended from the fact that ii 
will eventually tend to carelessness 
and lposelessness. That which comes 
easy goes in the same manner, or in 
other, words, the management ol 
other people's property, which has 
cost us no hard labor to obtain, is 
distributed in a manner much more, 
freely than what we have gained b\ 
the toil of the brow and know better 
the value of. 


To distribute public funds properly 
and get from it the best results, a man 
must make it ias much his own busi 
ness to look irtto it as he would il 
every dollar spent belonged to him 
self. 
Again, (here are many men 


who can perform one kind of busi 
riess, particularly that which he has 
been educated up to, very well and 
make a success of it, but as soon as 
he gets out of that line he gets at sea 
and seems to loose his good judg­ 
ment. 
He may be a very good man 
and honest and yet not know how. 
He may study hard to learn the 
trade, if you may call it such, and 


yet his learning and experience costs 
his neighbor a good many 
hard 
earned dollars. 


The existence of good government 
associations will have a tendency to 
educate those who take an interest 
in them, up to an economical system 


of carrying a public government in 
the proper manner. 
Anyway he will 
have the advantage of a -person who 
has made no study of it at all. 


In choosing our officers for public 
positions the education they have in 
the matter written ol should be taken 
into consideration. 
Hut that ed 
ucation should be taken into consid­ 
eration with the honesty and capa 
bility of the individual. 
If we find a 
man who has rilled a public situation 
honestly and has gained experience 
combined with good judgment he is 
the man that will surely be the best 
to have for the benefit of all con­ 
cerned. 


To 
get men of this kind their 
qualifications must be well known. 


By these associations for that pur­ 
pose, where its members 
take an 
eamestjnterest, it will not consume 
much time to discover the proper 


man. 
After \be man is found then 
energetic work will have to be per­ 
formed by all who are immediately 
interestfl&to see thaftthe man sought 
after is elected to the position which 
he can so well fill. 
All good men 
must be awake for the bad ones 
never sleep. 
Like the robber they 
work when honest men are resting 
quietly thinking no danger is lurking 
about. 


The good government clubs can 
do a great deal about having public 
affairs conducted in a sensible and 
honest manner if they are persistent 
in carrying out the principles which 


is the very foundation of their institu­ 
tions. 
Therefore the most important 
part of the duty is to carry out the 
good intentions by incessant labor. 
In this way what we all want to ar 
rive at will very soon be accom­ 
plished. '
